are taking more interest in city affairs than ever before, and 
are giving- a good share of their attention^to these aft airs in- 
stead of confining them entirely to their homes. He said the 
mayor of the city in which he was speaking had more of the 
forces of the community behind him than any previous mayor 
ever had, and that the same is true of all the municipalities in 
the country.

done an extent which in far too many cases results in the; The puipn has been supplied by var- 
practical elimination of the home. The four walls remain and '<>«» mmi.u™. and u was Omy recent- 
the members of the family eat and sleep there, but in thous- 
ands of instances in every large city, and many of the small 
ones as >well, the place has ceased to be a home in the proper 
sense ofVthe word. This applies equally to families of the 
well-to-do and the poor, and it is hot a promising condition. 
Neither is'it a condition which shews that the people of Amer- 
ican cities are giving; such prodigious thought to municipal 
matters. 


From-the homes of working people most of the members ot 


the family must necessarily be away during the day, but they 
could if they chose spend more time at home evenings and, 
-Sundays than they do. 
But in too many cases after the sup- 


per is eaten the family scatters as it did in the morning for the 
clubs, the theatres and the curb stones. They return for lodg- 
ing and breakfast, and are away again. .Too true is it that they 
have "broken out of the four walls" and that their home is the 
city.' 
' 
This is not a healthful condition. 
The four walls should 


not be made a prison, neither should the home be reduced to 
the status of a lodging and eating house. "There's no place 
like home," no matter how.humble, and,the great lack of the 
modern American city is homes. The majority of city people, 
rich and poor,'hardly know the meaning of home in the cor. 
rect sense of the word, and this is a more serious menace than 
the faults of municipal government, grave as these are. 


"Breaking out of the four walls" is something that can be 


overdone. 
It has been,overdone, and it is time to get back 


home and think it over.
